High Taxes Unavoidable Burden 
To Be Paid For Big Government 


f p T h e national debt, 
one of the majoi 
causes of national inflation, 
shows 
frightening growth since the oeak of World 
W ar II w hen the United States was geared 
to all-out w ar. 
K eeping s te a d y pace with national debt 
is federal taxes, winch never approach that 
m uch-desired level of sufficiency. The dol­ 
lars keep rolling m errily in at W ashington. 
D. C., and the spending goes happily on 
ahead of income. 


Most unusual aspect of 
the situation is 
the com placency of a certain segm ent of 
our population to the adm inistration's dis­ 
regard for any sem blance of sound busi­ 
ness practice. 


In their own hom e town, in their own 
business, they would not tolerate such u n ­ 
balanced budgeting and deficit spending 
But a1, the federal level it has becom e not 
only accepted as "norm al" but expected as 
a m atter of national policy. 


Statistics are unavoidable in presenting 
the s to r y ot big governm ent and skyrock­ 
eting federal taxes.

j not agree to Mom’s terms unless 
Susie’s mother or 
Jane's 
mother 
comes 
through 
with 
the 
same 
rules. The idea that misery loves 
company is not the answrer to this 
feeling—a girl does not like the 
idea of being the only one to leave 
the party early, or the only one in 
he crowd who must conform to a 
particular rule. 
This might have been one of the 
reasons why five Hartford, Conn., 
parents councils drew up a party 
code which would apply to their 
offspring—a 
wonderful 
idea 
to 
solve the “why does it have to be 
me” 
query 
from 
their 
darling 
daughters. Here is the code which 
might prove helpful to other par­ 
ents with similar problems. Teen­ 
agers will appreciate it, too, when 
the rules apply to all their friends: 
1. Insist that your boy or girl go 
to no party to which he or she is 
not invited and insist that no one 
be allowed to your party who is 
not invited. 
(Often a smoothie will suggest 
crashing a party and the other kids 
go along because they don’t like 
to be “different.” ) 
2. Have no parties at your house 
unless you are there. The parent 
council feels strongly that every 
party of teen-agers should be ade­ 
quately chaperoned. 
(Smart 
chaperones 
will 
not 
haunt you: they will keep the par­ 
ty going in a fun 
vein 
but 
will 
prove good stoppers if things get 
out of hand.) 
3. Impress upon your 
son 
or 
daughter that when he or she 
is 
driving someone in a car, he or 
she is responsible for the person’s 
safety. 
(This speaks for itself, lf you’ll 
glance over statistics on teen-age 
automobile accidents. 
One 
girl 
who was injured in a crash which 
killed four other teen-agers testi­ 
fied that the boy driver had-been 
drinking and crashed on purnose 
to teach the other driver a lesson.) 
4. Think of this: Do 
you, as a 
na rent, have the right to serve in­ 
toxicating 
drinks 
to 
someone 
else’s children? If you 
do 
serve 
them or have alcoholic beverages 
available, then you as 
an 
adult 
are responsible. 
(Lots of young people wrho are 
forbidden to have wine or other 
alcoholic 
drinks 
in 
their 
own 
homes will be offered them in the 
home of a 
more 
broad-minded 
mother. They are likely to become 
dissatisfied with their own family 
regulations.)

Ruffed Grouse Seaspn 
Prospects Improved 


LANSING—(iP—Early indications 
are for a better ruffed grouse sea­ 
son this fall than last fall’s good 
season, George A. Amman, con­ 
servation department grouse spec­ 
ialist. said today. 
Last year an estim ated bag to­ 
taling 630.000 birds set a new re­ 
cord, and if this sum m er's early 
survey is borne out. the bag this 
autumn ought to set another re­ 
cord. 
Amman's optimism was based on 
reports of field checks which show­ 
ed the total number of observed 
grouse increased about 30 per cent 
over last year at the sam e time, 
despite last fall’s heavy harvest. 
A m m a n 
cautioned, 
however, 
about taking the early surveys too 
seriously. 
A better idea of next 
fall's prospects will be available 
after continued field surveys by 
department men and a rural mail 
carrier survey now under way.

"An independent central bank­ 
ing system is probably our last 
important bulwark between the 
people of this country and govern­ 
ment statism,” Arni J. Maki, as­ 
sistant cashier of the 
First 
N a­ 
tional Bank, Escanaba, told Rotar- 
ians at a luncheon meeting Mon­ 
day noon in a talk on the Federal 
Reserve System and its monetary 
and credit control functions. 
At t£e outset the speaker said 
that his talk was not by design 
political, but because of facts per­ 
haps critical. 
The Federal Reserve Act, draft­ 
ed by Carter Glass, was enacted 
in 1913 and the Federal Reserve 
organized to fill a sorely needed 
central banking agency 
in this 
country. It was not owned by the 
government. It was created an in­ 
dependent agency. To it was dele­ 
gated the responsibility of control 
credit—in other words, of foster­ 
ing credit conditions favorable to 
economic stability and progress. 
"Central 
bank 
monetary 
and 
credit controls have a very defin­ 
ite, although perhaps indirect ef­ 
fect upon all of us,” the 
speaker 
declared, but the general public is 
usually indifferent, not interested 
and does not understand. 
How­ 
ever. there has been an increasing 
interest in the past few years. 
The four types of monetary and 
credit controls are bank reserves, 
rediscount rate, open market op­ 
erations 
and 
selective 
controls, 
and he expalined each 
to 
the 
group. 
The speaker told how 
calling 
for increased reserves three times 
between August 1936 and April 
1937 took the bloom from a boom 
which had started in 1936-37. He 
told how open m arket operations 
were 
used 
extensively 
during 
World War II 
as an 
emergency 
expendient to maintain 
a fixed 
low’ interest pattern. 
During World War II the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board 
was 
under 
complete domination of the treas­ 
ury, the speaker 
stated. 
There 
could be no objections to this dur­ 
ing a war emergency, 
for 
must be financed 
and 
wron. 
no 
matter how. However, the dom­ 
ination continued atter 
the war 
until March 1951 for once they 
had the taste of the power of con­ 
trol, they did not want to. nor 
was it politically expedient to let 
go. 
Maki said important members 
of our 
government 
w'ere 
sold 
Keynes theories 
of spending 
to 
prosperity, government control ol 
central banking system and cheap 
money. By continuing to support 
government 
security 
markets 
after World War II the 
Federal 
Reserve system continued to pour 
central bank 
dollars 
into 
our 
money 
streams. 
"They 
were 
pumping fuel to feed the fires of 
inflation,” 
the 
speaker 
said. 
Banks, insurance companies and 
other loaning agencies enjoyed a 
predetermined market. 
Purchas­ 
ing power was created out of our 
government debt with the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System acting as the 
engine of inflation. 
It was not until March of 1951 
that the Federal Reserve won its 
struggle and took a realistic step 
to curb inflation. Price rises be­ 
gan to slow down, Securities w ere 
down, yields up. 
It was 
a step 
which should have been taken in 
1946,” the speaker declared. 
‘‘Inflation as an economic prob­ 
lem presents no great difficulty 
with an efficient central banking 
system such as we have, but as a 
political problem 
inflation 
runs 
aground on the shoals of self de­ 
ception.” Maki said. 
A 
central 
banking system, politically domin­ 
ated, cannot exercise independ­ 
ence of thought and action to ac­ 
complish sound credit control and 


our system has been under almost 
continual pressure by elements in 
our government who believe the 
Federal Reserve system should be 
owned by the government or sub­ 
mit to complete political domina­ 
tion. 
The speaker said that 
certain 
elements in the government had 
been trying to sell this idea since 
1933 and one of the most vocifer­ 
ous has been Rep. 
Patman 
of 
Texas. Patm an attempted to dis­ 
credit the Federal Reserve sys­ 
tem and lay the groundwork for 
gaining ^politidal control but fa r­ 
ed when others opposed his theor­ 
ies on the relationship of govern­ 
ment and central banking. 
Although the Federal 
Reserve 
Act 
came 
early 
in 
President 
Woodrow Wilson’s first term he 
refused to establish close relation­ 
ship with the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board for fear he would be ac­ 
cused of trying to exert political 
pressure. 
President Wilson’s views are a 
tar cry from the feelings and ac­ 
tions of the executive arm of our 
government, as we have known it 
in recent years as regards its re­ 
lationships with the Federal Re­ 
serve Board. 
General Eisenhower has placed 
himself on record as 
advocating 
the following monetary policies: 
A Federal Reserve system exer­ 
cising its functions in the mone­ 
tary and credit system, without 
pressure for 
political 
purposes 
from the treasury or the 
White 
House. 
To restore a domestic economy 
and to use our influence for a 
world economy of such stability as 
will permit the realization of oui 
aim of a dollar on a fully conver­ 
tible gold basis. 
The speaker pointed to govern­ 
ment 
managed 
economies 
in a 
number of countries in which the 
central banks were instrum ental­ 
ities of those governments and to 
the disastrous results. 
He 
citea 
Germany after World War I, New 
Zealand and Australia. Experi- 
wars j ences were harsh in each instance. 
State nomination of the Central 
Banking system means socializa­ 
tion of banking for all 
practical 
purposes, regardless of the 
fact 
that the government may not own 
the Federal Reserve banks or its 
member banks. With control se­ 
cure in its hands the government 
would then have the power to 
bring private enterprise 
to 
its 
knees. If this power is combined 
with the use of irredeemable cur- I 
rency, which alone gives the state 
the power to subjugate and 
to 
bring financial ruin upon a peo- ( 
pie, the course to dictatorship has 
no obstruction beyond the flower j 
of the ballot, the speaker declared 
And that power can be corrupted I 
and nullified 
by 
a 
government 
which directs the 
policies 
and 
practices of the central bank and 
has 
fat reaching powers given 
it by an irredeemable currency. 
Various means taken 
by 
thej 
government for the purpose 
ot 
dominating the Federal Reserve 
bank were cited 
If the independence of our Fad­ 
er.!1 Reserve System 
should 
be 
destroyed along 
with that 
may 
be 
expected 
to 
go the 
inde­ 
pendence of all 
member 
banks 
and of all the people and institu­ 
tions dependent upon those in­ 
stitutions for aervice.

To Coronation

NEW YORK—About five years 
ago or more I did a piece on Bill 
Murphy, a bright young ex-Naval 
officer who had an 
idea. 
Bill 
founded 
a business called 
VIP 
meaning very important persons, 
a military term that meant the 
red carpet must be spread and the 
deluxe laid on. 
Bill came home to a time of 
great shortages. Nobody could get 
nothin’. This was especially true 
of such things as hotel reserva­ 
tions, theater tickets, refrigerators, 
cars, alarm clocks—I suspect you 
remember. Murphy set himself up 
in business as a procurer of hard- 
to-come-by commodities, and sold 
his services to a flock of big in ­ 
dustrial concerns. In late 1946, a 
great deal of the hard stuff you 
saw on the give-away shows had 
been ferreted out by Muiph and 
his wife, Charlotte. 
He specialized 
in 
tile 
plush 
treatment for executives and their | 
wives, and later for the ju n k e t­ 
ing salesmen who had won trips 
to New York for excelling their 
quotas, or whatever. He met them 
at the planes and escorted them to 
their rooms and saw that there 
was a bottle for Papa and a cor­ 
sage for Mama. He booked their 
shows and squared them away at 
the plush restaurants and his as­ 
sistants took Mama shopping while 
other assistants took Papa to the 
track or wherever either wanted 
to go. 
Big Business 
The business bloomed. It bloom­ 
ed from 40 accounts on a $100,000 
maximum business to IOO accounts 
and 
a 
million-a-year business. 
Murphy now operates out of a 
whole floor penthouse at 3a West 
Third Street in Now York, with 
branch offices in Paris and Lon­ 
don, with such vast firms as G en­ 
eral 
Motors 
aud 
Westinghouse 
among his clients. 
The success of VIP illustrates 
one thing about the state of the 
nation. I was talking to Morph the 
other day and he says lie put him ­ 
self out of business, literally, on 
the procurement of hard-to-ac- 
quire commodities and now docs 
his ma.jor business in 
providing 
plush perquisites and kind atten­ 
tion for his 
clients, 
especially i 
abroad.
